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GREEK  ARMY  WINS 
ANOTHER  VICTORY 
OVER  TURK  FORCE 


Advances  Thirty  Miles  and  Occupies  the  Town  of 
Balikesri  in  Spite  of  Obstinate  Resistance — Re- 
ports Capture  of  1,200  Prisoners,  54  Guns  and 
Much  Ammunition. 


SUCCESS  IS  TAKEN  TO  INDICATE 

FRUSTRATION  OF  FLANKING  EFFORT

CONSTANTINOPLE,  July  3,— Occupation,  by  the  Greeks  of 
Balfkesri,  fifty  miles  north  of  Soma,  in  Asia  Minor,  after  stubborn  re- 
sistance by  the  Turks  on  a  line  extending  eastward,  is  reported  in  a 
■Greek  communique  issued  under  date  of  July  t.  The  Turks  are  de- 
clared to  have  lost-  1,200  prisoners,  54  cannon  and  much  ammuni- 
tion, and  to  have  suffered  many  casualties.  The  Greek  losses,  the 
communique  says,  were  relatively  small.    - 

On  the  eastern  front  a  Turkish  detachment  surrendered  to  Greek 
outposts. 

Thi  capture  of  Balikesri  by^tlje  Greeks  is  taken  here  as  an  in- 
dication that  they  have  overcome  Turkish  opposition  in  the  Pergama 
defeating  the.  Turkish  flanking  effort  there,  and  that — the^ 
Greeks  are  advancing  along  the  railway  towards  the  Sea  of  Marmora. 

PARIS,  July  2.-*— The  Greek  army,  which  last  week  halted  its 
offensive  against  the  Turkish  Nationalists  in  Asia  Minor,  resumed  its 
advance  on  Wednesday  and  captured  the  town  of  Balikesri,  it  is  an- 
nounced inl&e  latest  Greek  communique  received  here  today. 

With  the  town,  the  statement  reports,  the  Greeks  took  54  heavy 
Held  guns,  twenty  quick-firers  and  ^,200  prisoners. 

Capture  of  Balikesri  marks  an  advance  of  some  30  miles  by  the 
Greeks. 

CONSTANTINOPLE,  July  1.— There  is  great  exultation  among 
the  Turks  in  Constantinople  because  of  the  alleged  victory  of  the 
Nationalists  over  the  Greeks  in  the  vicinity  of  Pergama,  where  Mus- 
tapha  Kemal  Pasha's  forces  are  reported  to  have /outflanked  the 
.Greeks  and  to  be  mov4ng  northwards,  toward  Pandemia  (60  miles 
southwest#of  Constantinople,  on  the  Sea  of^Marmora),  taking  several 
thoitfavid  prisoners.

TOKIO,  July  2.— Announce- 
ment is  made  in  the  newspapers 
of  the  closing  of  the  Asana 
Ironworks,  neaV  Yokohama, 
yesterday.

Premier  Is  Obliged 
To  Give  Up  Office 

Sir  Robert,  in  Address  to  Caucus  Members,  States 
That  His  Health  Will  No  Longer  Permit  Per- 
formance of  Onerous  Duties^ — Reviews 
History  of  Unionist  Government 


OTTAWA,  July  2. — A  summary  of 
"fclr  Robert  Borden's  address  to  the 
caucus  yesterday  morning  has  been 
given  to  the  press  this  evening.  In 
It  the  Prime  Minister  Informed  his 
followers  that  any  further  attempt 
on  his  part  to  carry  on  the  onerous 
duties  of  his  office  would  lead  to  a 
relapse  In  his  health;  that  his  medical 
advisers  at  best  could  only  hold  out 
hope  for  recovery  after  one  year  of 
complete  rest;  and  that  the  direction 
of  affairs  of  Canada  could -not  proper- 
ly be  carried  out  by  a  Prime  Minister 
who  must  spend  the  next  year  away 
from  his  duties.  Therefore,  Sir  Rob- 
ert had  reluctantly  decided  on  resig- 
nation. 

The  Prime  Minister  reviewed  the 
history  of  Union  Government  from  Its 
formation  and  through  the  trying 
years  of  the  war.  The  Canadian  peo- 
ple In  1*17  had  elected  the  Union 
Government.  The  chief  purposes  for 
which  that' Government  waa  formed 
was  the  successful  proeeontlon  of  the 
war.  That  supreme  purpose  had  been 
abundantly  accomplished,  and  %ho 
Canadian  forces  were  maintained  In 
the  field  up  to  Armistice  Day  at  com- 


i 


plete  strength  and  In  highest  effi- 
ciency. The  answer  of  the  Canadian 
people  In  1917.  Sir  Robert  stated,  had 
gone  like  a  trumpet  call  throughout 
the  Empire  and  the  world. 

The  men  forming  the  Union  Gov- 
ernment were  of  different  political 
beliefs.  When  the  war  ended  they 
had  to  decide  whether  to  continue 
their  common  endeavor  or  whether 
they  should  d%solve  the  association. 
This  was  the  situation  when  the 
Prime  Minister's  health  gave  way  last 
September,  and  he  was  compelled  to 
go  away  until  December  to  rest.  Sir 
Robert  stated  that  he  had  soon  real- 
ised that  he  had  not  rallied  effective- 
ly from  his  Illness.  He  then  placed 
himself  in  the  heads  of  his  medical 
advisers,  who  urged  him  do  retire 
from  his  position.  One  of  them  had 
said  that  after  a.  year's  complete  rest 
from  work  he  might  resume  his 
duUee  If  hie  labors  could  be  lightened 
and  the  consequent  strain  diminished.

NEW  TORE.  July  2.— Indicted  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  poisonous 
alcoholic  liquor  that  caused  the  death 
of  njore  than  100  persons  in  the  New. 
Kngland  states  last  Winter,  Samuel  K. 
Saleeby,  a  Brooklyn  druggist,  waa 
arraigned  in  the  King's  county  court 
today  on  a  charge  of  manslaughter 
and  was  ordered  hold  In  $25,000  for 
trial  next  September.  Another  man 
has  been  indicted  and  his  arrest  Is  ex- 
pected within  the  next  twenty-four 
hours. 

The  indictments  grew  out  of  a 
five  months'  investigation  by  Federal 
agents  and  local  authorities  in  New 
York  and  the  New  England  State*. 
The  investigation  discloaed.  the  police 
say,  that  the  week  before  Christmas 
truck  loads  of  poisonous  liquor  were 
transported  from  this  city  to  Massa- 
chusetts and  Connecticut  saloon- 
keepers. 

According  to  the  Investigators,  It 
had  been  made  from  330  gallons  of 
wood  alcohol  stolen  from  the  Man- 
hattan Steamship  sheds,  and  was  to 
have  been  loaded  aboard  ships  for 
England. 

The  alcohol,  the  police  said,  was 
to  be  sold  in  England  for  11,600,  but 
the  mixed  "whisky"  which  was  taken 
by  the  New  England  saloonkeepers 
brought    121,000. 


TORONTO,  July  2. — Opening  the

•the  fifty-third  anniversary  of  the 
Confederation  of  the  various  prov- 
inces of  Canada,  the.  delegates  spent 
the  first  half  hour  of  the  morning  In 
singing  patriotic  songs,  including 
"God  Save  the  king"  and  "My  Coun- 
try, 'Tis  of  Thee." 

.About  2,500  delegates  are  In  at- 
tendance, and  they  represent  practic- 
ally every  state  in  the  Union  and 
every  province  In  the  Dominion  of 
•Canada.  The  eonvention  church  was 
packed  to  the  doors  at  the  opening 
session. 

Mayor  T.  Church  and  others  wel- 
comed the  visitors,  and  Dr.  Frank. 
Anderson  responded. 

The  convention  had  an  enrollment 
of  more  than  3.000  delegates  today, 
the  present  convention  being  ope  of 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Bap- 
tist Young   People's   Union. 

Addressing  the  3,000  delegates  at 
the  convention  here  tonight,  Dr.  D. 
J.  Evans,  Missouri,  president  of  the 
union,  said:  ,, 

"I  want  to  tell  you  Canadians  we 
are  going  to  join  the  League  of  Na- 
tions as  you  have  done,  not  because 
of  any  political  issues  that  are  on  the 
surface,  but  for  the  deeper  reason — 
because  the  men,  the  women  and  the 
children  must  be  cared  for." 

This  declaration  was  greeted  with 
a  burst  of  applause.  Dr.  Evans  de- 
plored the  "political  platitudes"  in- 
dulged in  by  the  American  parties  in 
formulating  their  platforms. 

"There   is  one  man,    in    my    Judg- 
ment," he  said,  "who  could  have  been 
j  the    standard-bearer    of    the    thinking 
people,  and  both  parties  ignored  him." 

Dr.  Evans  paused  and  said:  "Name 
him!" 

Without  hesitation  came  the  answer 
In  chorus  from  the  American  dele- 
gates:   "Hoover."    ■        <  - 

Dr.  Evans  expressed  the  belief  that- 
Mr.  Hoover  could  have  led  the  United 
States  toward    a    realisation     of     the 
Ideals  enunciated  by  President  Wilson 
during  the  war. 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  July  2.— The  Democratic  platform,  as 
framed  in  the  resolutions*  committee,  declaring  for  the  peace  treaty, 
expressing  sympathy  for  Ireland,  and  saying  nothing  at  all  about 
prohibition,'  came  unscathed  through  a  furious  floor  fight  today,  and 
was  adopted  without  amendment  in  a  great  avalanche  of  applause. 

VV.  J.  Bryan  led  the  figTit  for  amendment  for  his  bone-dry  plank, 
which  was  buried  after  a  drastic  day  of  debate  by  a  majority  so  over- 
whelming that  he  did  not  even  ask  fqr  roll  calls  on  the  four  other 
minority  proposal's  Ik  had  prepared. 

fcormer  Representative  Fitzgerald,  of  New  York,  moved  an  ?d- 
journment  as  soon  as  the  result  of  the  second  ballot  was  announced, 
and  the  motion  was  declared  adopted.  The  hour  of  meeting  in  the 
morning  will  be  9:30. 

A  cider,  wine  and  beer  plank,  championed  In  an  emotional 
speech  by  W.  Bourke  Cockran,  of  New  York,  also  was  thrown  out 
by  the  convention,  along  with  a  plank  for  recognition  of  the  Irish 
republic,  backed  by  several  organizations  of  Irish  sympathizers. 

In  the  battle  for  the  platform  as  framed,  the  administration 
forces  were  led  by  Secretary  Colby  and  Senator  Glass  of  Virginia, 
during  a  debate  in  which  both  sides  stirred  delegates  and  spectators 
to  repeated  bursts  of  emotional  enthusiasm.  Mr.  Bryan  got  a  howling 
demonstration  of  twenty  minutes  after  he  concluded  his  speech  for  the 
bone-dry  planlc,  but  when  the  balloting  begari  it  became  apparent 
that  much  of  the  enthusiasm  was  a  personal  tribute  to  his  past  service 
to  the  party  and  not  an  expression  of  sympathy  with  his  pjwent  views. 
Rejected  Planks 
The    official    result   was   a    hundred 


and  fifty-five  and  a  half  yeast  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  and  a  half 
nays.  That  finished  Bryan's  bone- 
dry  plank,  and  the  convention  turned 
to  the  next  amendment  to  the  plat- 
form, which  waa  the  plank  offered 
,  by  Representative  Hobson  of  Ala- 
bama. ' 

The  ojtlclal  total  which  beat  the 
Cockran  moist  plank  was  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six  and  a  half 
against  it  and  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
six  voting  for  it.  Eleven  and  a  half 
votes  were  absent. 

Without  a  roll  call  the  convention 
also  voted  down  Mr.  Bryan's  plank 
for  the  publication  of  an  official  news- 
paper by  the  federal  government. 

The  Bryan  profiteering  plank  also 
was  rejected  by  acclamation  in  quick 
succession.  The  convention  then 
voted  down  also  the  plank  offered  by 
Mr.  Bryan  declaring  against  com- 
pulsory military  training  in  peace 
time. 

The  Bryan  League  of  Nations  plank 
shared  the  same  fate,  going  out  In  a 
great    chorus    of    "noes."  ' 

The  vote  on  Hobson 's  prohibition 
substitute  was  beaten  without  a  roll 
call. 

The  plank  for  a  commission  to  In- 
vestigate the  feasibility  of  a  soldier 
bonus  also  was  rejected  without  a 
roll  call.  The  substitute  Irish  plank 
was  next  In  order,  and  a  roll  call  on

The  total  on  the  vote  rejecting  the 
substitute  on  the  Irish  plank  was  six 
hundred  and  seventy-five  and  a  half 
votes  against  It.  with  four  hundred 
and  two  and  a  half  votes  for  it.

Name  of  Sir  Robert  Borden's  Successor  Not  Likely 
to  Be  Known  Until  Monday— Unionist  Mem- 
bers and  Senators  Vary  Much  in 
Their  Nominations 


OTTAWA.  July  3. — Apparently 
there  Is  .little  likelihood  of  the  name 
of  Sir  Robert  Borden's  successor 
being  announced  before  Monday.  The 
scores  of  confidential  letters  and  tele- 
grams  which  have  been  received  by 
the  Prime  Minister  from  Unionist 
members  and  senators  and  which 
embody  their  views  ss  to  the  proper 
choice,  were  under  consideration  this 
afternoon,  but  no  announcement  that 
a  oonclusion  has  been  reached  was 
forthcoming. 

It  Is  stated  that  Hon.  Arthur 
Melghen.  Minister  ef  the  Interior,  is 
the  favorite  in  the  race,  with  Sir 
Thomas  White  a  close  second.  The 
view  has  also  been  expressed  thst  the 
support  of  the  former  Finance  Minis- 
ter would  have  been  much  stronger 
had  there  not  been  a  serious  doubt 
In  the  mind  of  many  as  to  his  accept- 
ance of  the .  poet.  Sir  Thomas  White. 
It  is  said,  stated  some  time  ago  that 
he  was  not  in  the  running:  snd  would 
not  take  the  Premiership. 

The  tsak  of  the  Prime  Minister  win 
be  a  difficult  one.  <  The  selection  ef 
his  successor  has  such  an  Important 
bearing  on  the  future  of  the  new 
National  Liberal  and  Conservative 
BKBEMHCL'***  "object  most  be  re» 
a  great  many  aggies  If 


united*  support  is  to  be  Obtained. 
Although  the  Liberal  Unionists  are  a 
minority  In  the  new  party, 'failure  on 
their  part  to  support  the  Conserva- 
tive-Unionist choice  might  lead  the 
Premier  to  select  another  man.

Voting  on   Candida  lea 

With  the  platform  adopted;  the 
convention  was  up  with  its  schedule 
and  the  voting  on  presidential  candi- 
dates began. 

Alabama,  the  first  state  to  be  called 
split  its  strength  many  ways,  but  Mc- 
Adoo  got  the  lion's'  share  of  a  nine 
votes.  In  Arlrona.  too,  McAdoo  had 
o  wide  edge,  taking  four  of  the  six 
votes.  Cox  got  more  than  any  other 
candidate  in  the  Arkansas  delegetlon 
Ten  of  California's  twenty-six  went  to 
McAdoo. 

The  first  state  from  which  Palmer 
got  a  plurality  was  Colorado. 

Connecticut  cast  her  fourteen  solid- 
ly, for  National  Chairman  Cummlngg. 
Delaware  and  Florida  both  scattered 
their  strength,,  widely,  and  then 
Georgia  cast  her  twenty-eight,  all  for 
Palmer,  and  Idaho  followed  by  giving 
all  of  her  eight  to  McAdoo. 

Palmer  get  the  best  of  the  count 
in  Illinois,  taking  thirty-five  of  the 
forty-eight. 

When  the  twenty  votes  of  Ranaas 
were  cast  solidly  for  McAdoo  it  be- 
came apparent  that  the  race  for  trip 
best  showing  on  the  first  ballot  would 
be  between  McAdoo  and  Palmer  un- 
less there  was  sn.  upset  further  down 
the  roll  of  states.

Apart  from  tho  question  of  revenue, 
the  tariff  should  have  regard  to  the 
maintenance,  stability  and  prosperity 
of  Canadian  enterprise  in  the  de- 
velopment of  all  our  natural  re- 
sources in  lands,  forests,  mines  and, 
fisheries,  as  well  as  our  agricultural 
and  manufacturing  Industries.

For  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the 
fullest  development  of  our  natural 
resources,  the  -tariff  should  be  *  so 
adjusted  as  to  permit  machinery  and 
the  implements  of  production  to  be 
purchased  at  prices  that  will  com- 
pare equitably  with  the  prices  In 
other  countries  for  similar  articles. 
The  revised  tariff  laws  should  be  so 
framed  and  administered  as  to  effec- 
tively prevent  any*  customs  duty  be- 
.ing  used  to  facilitate  the  formation 
or  maintenance  of  any  combine, 
trust,  association  or  agreement 
among  manufacturers,  dealers  or' 
producers  for  the  purpose,  at  the 
expense  of  the  general  public,  of  re- 
straining trade,  preventing  competi- 
tion, or  unduly  enhancing  the  selling 
price  of  any  article  of  commerce. 

The  principle  of  trade  preference 
between  tig*  different  members  of  the 
British  Commonwealth  should  be 
maintained  and  extended  from  time 
to  time  to  such  degree  as  may  be 
found  practicable  and  consistent  with 
Canadian  interests. 

While  a  general  revision  of  the 
Canadian  tariff  based  upon  the  fore- 
going consideration  is  due,  it  must 
be  recognised  that.  Owing  to  the  war, 
economic  and  commercial  conditions 
the  world  round  have  been  profound- 
ly disturbed,  and  -  that  as  a  conse- 
quence, it  is  neither  practicable  nor 
possible  in  tho  national  or  public  in- 
terest to  undertake  such  revision  un- 
tl  1  a  thorough  inquiry  is  made  to 
ascertain  the  essential  facts  upon 
v/hlchy  the  tariff  provisions  must 
necessarily  be  based. 

Methods  of  Direct  Taxation 
.The  maintenance  and  continued 
application  of  the  principle  of  direct 
taxation  with  a  view  to  Increasing 
the  national  revenue  derived  from 
this  source  should  be  so  adjusted 
that  the  j  burden  may  be  borne  by 
those  most  capable  of  sustaining  it. 
In  finding  methods  of  taxation  and 
in  fixing  rates.  , consideration  must 
be  given  to  the  revenue  necessities 
of  Provinces  and  municipalities,  and 
care  must  be  exercised  to  avoid  the 
creation  of  conditions  that  will  not 
discourage  immigration  or  the  in- 
vestment in  Canada  of  capital  essen- 
tial to  our  economic  development. 
Economy  Called  For 
National  expenditures:  Owing  to 
the  heavy  financial  burdens  entailed 
by  the  war  and  resulting  from  rail- 
way policies,  adopted  in  -pre-war 
days,  the  general  national  Interest 
demands  the  utmost  economy  'in 
every  department  of  government  and 
effectual  provision  for  .  the  gradual 
reduction  of  the  war  debt.  AH  ex- 
penditures. Including  even  those  of  a 
productive  character,  should  e>e 
strictly   limited    to   essentials. 

More  comprehensive  and  effective 
methods  providing  for  the  control  of 
expenditure  by  Parliament  -must  be 
devised  and  adopted.

relation  thereto  to  the  business  of 
Canada.  Efficient  publicity,  agen- 
cies for  making ^ known  abroad  the 
commercial  resources  and  products  of 
Canada.

Inland  waters  and  highways:  guch 
further  development  of  the  existing 
canal  systems  of  Canada  as  Is  neces- 
sary to  improve  navigation  "  and 
cheapen  transportation,  with  the  ad- 
ditional object  in  view  of  developing 
the  production  and  use  of  electrical 
energy  for  domestic,  agricultural, 
municipal,  Industrial  and  ,  railway 
purposes,  and  under  such  prudent 
regulations  as  will  thoroughly  safe- 
guard the  interests  of  the  people. 
The  carrying  to  completion  of  the 
provisions  made  by  Parliament  for 
co-operation  with  the  Provinces  in 
the  matter  of  highways  construc- 
tion.

"You  have  wisely  made  provision 
to  continue  authority  for  the  super- 
vision of  the  marketing  of  Canadian 
wheat  crops,  ff  events  in  the  world's 
markets  should  render  this  the  most 
advantageous  method  of  'protecting 
the  Interests  of  the  Canadian  people. 
"The  measure  providing  for  the 
control  of  fuel  recognl2es  the  par- 
ticular importance  of  the  matter  in 
the  national  economy  and  the  need 
for  insuring  supplies  to  the  greatest 
possible   extent. 

"You  have  adopted  legislation^ with 
respect  to  shipbuilding  which  should 
result  in  the  continued  employment 
of  many  thousands  of  men  hitherto 
engaged  in  that  and  associated  in- 
dustries. 

^  Navy  and  Air  Services 
"The  provision  made  for  the  naval 
service  wisely  recognises  the  impor- 
tance of  preserving  a  nucleus  which 
can  be  developed  if  need  should  arise. 
"Provision  for  the  air  service  has 
also  been  made  in  such  a  manner  as 
will  produce  the  largest  trained  per- 
sonnel consistent  with  the  financial 
capacity  of  the  country.  Because  of 
Canada's  peculiar  geographical  posi- 
tion and  features,  it  is  highly  Im- 
portant that  tho  possibilities  of  this 
method  of  communication  and  trans- 
portation should  be  fully  explored.

"Durlrfg  the  session,  as  the  result 
of  a  conference  between  the  Govern-

RE3TIRING  AS  LEADER 

i  It  is  nineteen  years  a*o  since  Sir 
Robert  Borden,  or  Mr.  Borden  as  he 
was.  beoame  leader  of  the  Conaerva- 
;tlve  Party  In  succession  to -Sir  diaries 
Tupper.  Since  then  he  has  been  one 
of  the  commanding  public  figures  of 
the  Dominion /.and,  without  a  doubt, 
'the  ablest  parliamentarian  in  our 
political  arena.  Re  U.  relinquishing 
the  position  of  Prime  Minister,  which 
ho  has  held  for  the  past  nine  years, 
but  he  win  retain  his  seat  in  the 
•Rouse  of  Commons  and  the  country 

'will  be  all  the  better  off  for  his  re- 
i 

maining  there.  Sir  Robert,  like  Vis- 
count Orey,  was  not  attracted  by 
politics  as  a  game.  Quiet,  cultivated 
and  dignified,  he  entered  the  service 
of  his  country  because  be  felt  It  was 
his  duty.  Re  has  both  natural  talent 
and  is  capable  of  hard  work.  When 
he  practised  at  the  bar  he  became  Its 
leader  in  Nova  Scotia.  Throughout 
his  career  in  Parliament  he  has  shown 
himself  a,  personality,  and  one  who, 
without  any  spectacular  qualifications, 
nevertheless  inspired  confidence  be- 
cause  of  the  uuDdnus  of  hia  judg- 
ment and  the  rectitude  of  his  course. 
No  one  has  ever  questioned  his  hon- 
esty, and  this,  in  Itself,  Is  a  remark- 
able tribute  where  a  politician  Is  con- 
cerned. 

Sir  Robert's  opponents  in  the 
political  field  have  been  the  first  to 
acknowledge  that  he  is  a  clean, 
earnest  fighter,  and  they  have  not 
Wn  slow  to  agree  that  he  is  a  states- 
man. -  The  Prime  Minister  possesses  a 
wide  knowledge  which  he  has  ampli- 
fied by  travel  and  study.  He  has  a 
marvellous  memory,  the-  facility  of 
\ucid  expression  and  he  is  a  first-class 
debater  and  a  convincing  speaker. 
Qualities  which  perhaps  more  than 
any  other  have  won  him  widespread 
respect  are  his  admirable  self-control 
und-  that  fine  personal  dignity  with 
Which  he  is  Invested.  Throughout  his 
tenure,  of  office  as  Prime  Minister  he 
has  shown  himself  possessed'  of 
remarkable  readiness  and  reserve 
powfg.  Thtse  characteristics  were 
i  tspefcially  noticeable  during  the  Great 
War,1  when  great  Issues  summoned 
forth,  the  best  that  Is  in  .the  Prims 
Minister.  The  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Canada  In  his  leadership  was 
confirmed  by  the  ability  with  which 
he  directed  affair's!  during  the  most 
trying  period  in  Jttstory,  and  he  en- 
voys the  reputation  of  being  the  only 
Itatesman  in  the  Empire  who  retained 
the  office  of  Prime  Minister  through, 
out  the  struggle. 

Canada's  Prime  Minister  Is  an  Im- 
perial figure,  and  he  will  leave  a 
great  name  in  the  history  of  the  Brit- 
ish Empire.  He  is  a  staunch  believer 
In  the  development  of  self-government 
within  the  Empire  and  surer  and 
more  effective  development  in  trade 
and  defense'.  Throughout  the  time  he 
was  leader  of  the  Conservative  op- 
position, apd  later,  when  he  became 
Prime  Minister,  he  fought  consistent- 
ly fqr  the  Ideals  which  he  believes  are 
In  the  best  interests  of  this  Dominion, 
and  the  manner  in  which  he  has  done 
so  has  established  his  fame  through- 
out the  Empire.  His  approaching  re- 
tirement from  the  leadership  of  the 
Government  is  an  event  which  will 
cause  keen  regret  not  only  In  this 
country,  but  far  and  wide.  He  lent 
tone,  dignity  and  statesmanship  to  the 
cabinet.  The  Imperial  Conference  will 
lose  an  outstanding  figure  by  his  ab- 
sence. He  Is-  the  logical  selection  Of 
the  Dominion  either  for  the  position 
of  Canada's  representative  at  Wash- 
ington,, or,  better  still,  as  her  nominee 
to  the  Council  of  the  Beague  of -Na- 
tions. It  may  be  that  since  his  re- 
tirement la  due  to  the  physical  ant? 
mental  necessity  for .  rest  that  he 
would  accept  neither  post  It  is,  how- 
ever, a  matter  of  congratulation  to 
tho  country  that  he  will  still  bo5* 
available  as  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  the  tone  of  which,  we 
believe,  he  has  done  .a  great  deal  by 
his  example

cerned  it  has  been  found  wanting.  To 
some  extent,  and  perhaps  to  a  greater 
extent  than  now  seems  apparent,  the 
deficiency  has  been  made  good.  In 
any  case  the  National  Party  now 
stands  as  a  political  entity  which  Is 
about  to  select  its  leader,  and  which. 
In  the  course  of  time,  will  appeal  to 
the  people  for  support. 

The  platform  of  the  new  party  Is, 
at  this  stage,  necessarily'  somewhat 
given  to  generalities,  and  while.  In 
the  main,  we  can  admire  the  senti- 
ments expressed,  the  methods  by 
which  they  are  to  be  achieved  will 
require  more  explanation  than  has  yet 
been  vouchsafed.  The  main  thing,  for 
the  moment,  Is  that  the  Unionists 
that  wore  have  now  placed  themselves 
In  a  poaitlon  where  they  can  build  up 
a  political  organization  in  preparation 
for  an  appeal  to  the  country.  Their 
f'rst  great  essay  will  be  to  choose  a 
leader.  Upon  they,  choice  a  part,  at 
least,  of  their  future  success  will 
reat.  Pet  haps  the  most  impressive 
feature  regarding  the  new  party  Is 
the  unanimity  of  sentiment  which 
prevailed  during  its  organisation,  the 
pride  shown  in  the  record  of  the 
Union  Government  and  the  confidence 
in  the  future  of  the  political  organ- 
isation which  was  being  brought  Into 
existence.  How  far  this  optimism 
and  confidence  are  justified  will  rest 
with  the  people  to  say  in  the  course 
of  time.  They  win  have  ample  op- 
portunity to  digest  the  platform 
which  has  been  drawn  up  by  the 
National  Party,  as  wen  as  to  hear 
from  Its  leader  and 'the  members  of 
his  cabinet  the  methods  which  are 
proposed  to  put  that  platform  into 
prattles.

A  CURFEW  LAW 


Much  if  not  all  the  discussion  rag- 
round  the  enforcement  of  the  curfew 
law  seems  to  hinge  rAi  the  employ- 
ment of  some  signal  which  will  notify 
those  who  come  under  its  operation 
that  It  is  time  for  them  to  be  within 
doors.  This  should  be  a  feature  not 
worthy  of  consideration,  for  it  Is  un- 
necessary. The  complaints-  which  have 
caused  the  demand  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  curfew  law  have  arisen 
because  there  is  too  little  supervision 
exercised  over  the  children  in  the 
homes.  How  far  municipal,  or  any 
other  authority,  can, make  children 
good,  If  "heir  parents  or  guardians 
will  not,  is  a  debatable  question.  The 
ringing  of  a  curfew  bell  at  any  stated 
hour  of  the  night  is  unlikely  to  have 
any  permanent  effect,  unless  It  im  fol- 
lowed by  the  enforcement  of  the  law 
to  its  utmost.  The  city  has  not  suf- 
ficient policemen  to  enforce  such  a 
law. 

What  the  municipality  can  do  is  to 
go  ahead  and  try  how  far  the  law  can 
be  enforced  as  it  stands,  without  any 
such  obsolete  practice  as  the  ringing 
of  a  curfew  bell.  Perhaps  some 
definite  examples  wherein  policemen 
escort  children  to  their  homes  will 
be  a  warning  to  all  parents.  It  may, 
atjSll  eventa,  be  the  means  of  saving 
a  few  from  falling  Into  vlctftus  habits 
and  to  that  extent  good  service  will 
have  been  rendered.  The  law  exists, 
and  if  it  ia  a  good  law  an  attempt 
should  be  made  '  at  enforcement, 
though  its  operation  will  not  be 
strengthened  In  any  way  by  any.  pub- 
lic warning.  One  feature  of  the  pres- 
ent discussion  emphasised  by  Mayor 
Porter  and  which  deserves  considera- 
tion is  the  fact  that  the  parents  are 
not  asking  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
curfew  law.  Those  parents  who  exer- 
cise a  healthy  home  Influence  over 
their  children  have  no  cause  for  com- 
plaint, whereas  those  who  let  their 
children  run  wild  probably  do  not 
care.  This  doubtless  explains  the  lack 
of  Interest  shown  by  parents.  To  end 
the  present  controversy  and  permit 
the  City  Council  to  engage  in  other 
business  it  would  be  well  to  make  an 
attempt  to  enforce  the  curfew  law  to 
the  limited  extent  to  which  that  Is 
possible.  The  city  has  not  a  sufficient 
polios  fores  to  patrol  the  outlying 
districts,  and  we  venture  to  say  there 
are  worse  'influences  at  work  there 
than  in  the  heart  of  the  business  sec- 
>  tlon,  which  is  patrolled  during  the 
hours  of  darkness

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BriOab-Isnbeilte  Theory  :> 
flr.—Retorring  to  Mr.  K.  R. 
Streatfeild  letter  In  Sunday's  Colon- 
ist on  the  British -Israel  theory,  I 
should  like  to  call  attention  to  some 
Interesting  facts  which  would  seem  to 
strengthen  the  position  of  those  who 
uphold  this  theory. 

It  Is  an  extraordinary  thing  that 
the  Anglican  Prayer  Book  (the  book 
of  tho  State  Church  of  England)  ia 
so  worded  that  it  seems  at  first  sight 
to  be,  hot  only  the  ritual1  of  a  church, 
but  also  the.  ritual  of  the  people  of 
Israel.  an  (he  Veirlte.  Te  Deum, 
Marpincat,  Nunc  Plmittls,  and 
throughout  In  fact,  we  are  reminded 
that  we  are  descendants  of  Israel. 
When  the  Anglican,  is  baptized,  or 
married,  the  Prayer  Book  refers  to 
our  forefathers,  Abraham  and  Isaac, 
and  to  the  people  of  Israel.  The 
Christmas  Day  Psalm  Is  *the  85th, 
the  national  thanksgiving  of  Israel 
to  God.  The  marriage  service  is  full 
of  references  to  the  Israelite  ances- 
tors, and  refers  •  to  Sarah,  "whose 
daughters  ye  are."  I  do  not  think 
that  there  Is  a  trace  of  this  in 
Roman  Catholic  books,  or  In  any 
other  religious  boohs. 

The  Church  of  England  (and*  note 
that  It  4a  the  State  Church)  wor- 
ahipa  especially  "the  God  of  Israel." 
In  Roman  ritual  books  It  is  always 
"God  the  Father  Almighty."  The  dif- 
ference is  significant:  one  ia  the 
Church  of  Israel  and  the  otfitr  Is  a 
church  of  the  Gentilea.  Let  lis  re- 
member that  Israel  m  the  Bible 
never  meant  Jews,  as  we  use  the 
word  in  common  language.  It  is 
said  that  Queen  Victoria  strongly 
held  the  belief  in  the  descent  of  the 
BritlBh  Royal  House  from  David, 
and  the  testimony  In  support  of  this 
claim  has  been  worked  out  very 
convincingly.  According  to  the 
Bible,  the  seed  of  David  was  to  rule 
over  the  Israelites,  and  It  is  said  that 

the  genealogy  or  the  King  of  Eng- 
land  can  indeed  be  traced  right  back 
to  David.  "For  thus  salth  the  Lord, 
David  shall  never  want  a  man  to  sit 
upon  the  throne  of  the  House  of 
Israel."        (Jer.    33,    ver.    17.) 

As  to  the  Scythians  mention  by  Mr. 
Streatfeild,  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
difficulty  is  cleared  up  to  some  ex- 
tne  when  we  remember  that  the  or- 
iginal Scythians  were  not  Israelites, 
but  that  the  Iscraelites  assumed  the 
name  of  Scythians  after  entering 
Scythia,  calling  themselves  Scutai 
or  Getal.  The  former  afflicted  the 
Israelites.  They  stood  in  the  same 
position  to  Getic  Israel  as  a  black 
Australian  stands  to  a  white  Aus- 
tralian. St.  Paul  speaks  of  '^barbar- 
ian, Scythian,  bond  nor  free."  "Bar- 
barian" refers  to  all  who  were 
neither  Greeks  nor  Jews.  This  proves 
that  St.  Paul  did  not  view  these 
Scythians  as  of  a   foreign  stock. 

An  account  of  these  people  (the 
Getae)  is  intensely  Interesting.  They 
appear  to  have  been  not  only  noted 
for  prowess  in  war,  but  fog  wisdom 
and  justice,  and  for,  in  fact,  most  of 
our   national   qualities. 

Mr.  Streatfeild  speaks  of  the 
"theory  that  Saxons  were  Scythians." 
Turner,  in  hia  "History  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxons,"  says  "the  Saxons  were  a 
Gothic  or  Scythian  tribe  and  were 
called    Saca.    SachU    Sach-sen."

Sir, — I  don't  know  which  exasper- 
ates me  most,  the  attitude  of  the  pro- 
hibitionist or  the  tyranny  of  the  Edu- 
cation Department.

It's  going  on  now  for  fifty. years 
alnce  I  started  going  to  school;  they 
were  mostly  schoolmasters  then,  and 
I  herewith  present  my  thanks  to  a 
class  of  men  who  did  more  to  make 
Canada  a  good  country  than  all  the 
politicians  that  ever  drew  down  their 
sessional  Indemnity.  But;  my,  how 
I  used  to  hate  them,  those  masters, 
and  how  I  prophesied  their  ruin/ 
They,  alas,  are  no  longer  living  to  ac- 
cept my  thanks,  hut  I  wish  only  good 
to  all  school  teachers.  I  would  rsther 
kiss  them  than  strike  them.    • 

School  teachers  for  six  or  seven, 
hours  every  day  are  In  the  relation 
of  educated  parents  to  the  children. 
They  must  use  a  good  clean  English 
in  their  speech,  and  they  must  ob- 
serve the  customary  rules  of  gram- 
mar. I  know  that  many  of  the  teach- 
era  are  very  young  people  and  need 
instruction,  but  that  does  not  inter- 
fere with  my  argument.  Alwsjw  they 
know  more  than  the  children,  and 
generally  more  than  *  the  parents. 
Surely,  to  carry  this  on  la  enough  for 
a  school  term.  But  what  do  we  flhd 
(as  the  controversialists  say?)  school 
la  dismissed,  and  the  teaohera,  who 
need  holidays  far  mora  than  the  kids, 
are  compelled  to  go  to  Victoria,  to 
learn  how  their  grandmothers  used  to 
suck  eggs.  Doesn't  it  make  you  mad? 
We  pay  our  school  teachera.  rotten 
salaries,  mad  yet  we  expect  them  to 
turn  out  our  children  bright  orna- 
ments of  clvillsati^  Bosh.  Our 
children  are  just  as  IWpid  as  we  were 
at  their  age  (and  that's  going  some). 
There  la  no  correspondence  now  be- 
tween salary  and  expectation.  We 
don't  pay  for  a  skunk  cabbage,  and 
yet  wo  look  for  a  lily  of  tho  valley. 

The  Lord  knows  the  poor  kids  have 
enough  to  attend  to  as  It  la  without 
adding  more  subjects.  Tho  Idea 
seems  to  be  that  the  teacher  Is  a  sort 
of  vehicle  for  pouring  a  lot  of  quite 
useless  information  Into  the  children 
— a  sort  of  funnel.  Good  heavens' 
have  the  authorities  not  learned  yet 
that  dates  ara  of  exactly  the  same 
value  as  fig  pudding,  and  no  mora? 

It  Is  so  easy  to  suggest  subjects  for 
instruction;  for  instance,  the  Fourth 
Grade  should  bo  taught  tho  Incidence 
of  taxation;  the  Third  Grade  ahould 
bo  able  to  teU  their  fathers  tha  tnufc 


about  the  Luxury  Tax.  and  so  on. 
The  teachers  should  know  the  dif- 
ference between  a  telescope  ( and  a 
parachute,  I  admit,  but  why  corral( 
t ..the  poor  dears  In  Victoria,  or- .Mount 
Tolmie,  just  to  imbricate  an  unneces- 
sary '  overlapping? 

There  now,'  I  have  written  enough 
to  express  a  real  protest,'  that. is 
shared  by  rsjrst  parents  and  mil  chil- 
dren, and  la  denied  by  a  Department 
of  Education  than  Squeers  of  Dothe- 
boya  Hatl  would  repudiate.

GREATEST  OBSTACLE 

TO  GERMAN  PROGRESS

Under   Production   Hinders   Recovery 

From  Debilitating  Effects  ef  War 

—Too  Many  Officials 


BERIAN,  July  1. — "Germany's 
greatest  trouble  at  the  present  time  Is 
her  decline  in  production,"  said  Carl 
Frledrich  von  Siemens  at  the  annual 
shareholders'  meeting  of  the  Siemens 
St.  Halske  electrical  concern  today. 
"Nowhere  In  Germany  is  the  impera- 
tive need  for  increasing  productive 
labor  sufficiently  appraised,"  he  con- 
tinued. "Far  too  many  people  are 
engaged  in  non-productive  work;  the 
number  of  officials  in  state  and  pri- 
vate enterprises  is  excessive.  All 
statistics  based  on  the  mark  standard 
show  large  increaaes,  but  that  stand- 
ard is  a  false  one.  Expressed  in 
tona,  production  has  declined 
largely." 

•Herr  von  Siemens  said  that  the  re- 
cent improvement  in  the  German  ex- 
change, however  gratifying  In  itself 
had  had  the  effect  of  restricting  ex- 
ports. In  many  ranges  of  articles 
manufactured  by  the  company,  the 
domestic  prices  had  already  excepd- 
ed  the  world  marked  prices.  Even 
countries  with  a  bad  exchange  like 
Germany  were  already  almost  com- 
pletely   barred    to    them. 

There  was  a  world-wide  demand 
for  all  classes  of  goods,  said  Hcrr 
von  Siemens,  but  the  high  cost  o( 
production  was  killing  business,  and 
to  a   great  .extent   these    high-  prices 

were   caused    by  under-production.

Bucharest ,  Hopes  to  Become 
Centre  of  New  System  for 
the  Development  of  Trade 
Covering  Wide  Areas

HONOLULU.sJuly  2. — The  Japanese 
Diet  convened  in  special  session  at 
Tokio  on  July  1.  according  to  Tokio 
cables. 


BUCHABE8T,  July  1.— This  city 
will  become  a  huge  communication 
centre  for  South  Europe,  both  for 
wireless  and  aviation,  if  present 
French  plana  are  carried  out.  The 
Marconi  Company  has  offered  to 
build  a  huge  wireless  station  in  Ru- 
mania, which  would  handle  business 
from  the  East  as  well  as  local  busi- 
ness to  the  West,  but  it  appears 
likely  that  the  Rumanians  will  either 
continue  their  own  wireless  service  in 
connection  with  the  Eifol  Tower  and 
other  stations  in  Franc%  or  else  per- 
mit the  French  to  establish  such  a 
station. 

Both  BrltislAand  .  French  flrr.ia, 
backed  up  by  their  governments,  are 
attempting  to  arrange  -  a  ■  complete 
airplane  service.  The  French  pro- 
pose  to  connect  Paris,  Vienna,  Buda- 
pest, Bucharest  and  Constantinople 
In  a  general  way  with  branch  serv- 
ices including  Serbia.  Bulgaria  and 
Greece.  If  is  hoped  later  to  extend 
this  service  Into  Russia. 

French  Army  aviators  began  last 
Summer  to  establish  a  tentative  post 
service  between  Constantinople  and 
Bucharest,  connecting  with  the  ex- 
press train  to  Paris.  This  service  is 
being  now  developed,  but  owing  to 
its  great  cost  it  la  felt  necessary  to 
have  each  of  the  governments  over 
whose  territory  the  airplane  service 
will  be  conducted  to  contribute  a  pro- 
rata share  to  maintain  the  .service. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  aver- 
ages   $1Q0    for    each    hour    the    ma- 

chlnc    is    kept    In    thw1  ulr. " 

In  view  of  the  poor  conditions  of 
the  railway  systems  in  South  Europe, 
businessmen  have  generally  given 
their  support  to  these  plans.  Due  to 
the  mountains  of  Central  and  South- 
ern Europe  and  waters  of  the  Black 
Sea,  the  Adriatic  apd  the  Mediter- 
ranean, practical  aviation  is  con- 
stantly severely  tested. 

Flying  Into  Russia  does  not  present 
the  same  difficulties.  Since  the  armi- 
stice huge  German  machines  carry- 
ing passengers  and  contraband 
moneys  and  other  articles  of  a 
speculative  nature  have  made  fre- 
quent trips  between  Moscow  and 
Berlin.  Now  and  then  these  ma- 
chines come  down,  but  it  is-  generally 
because  of  motor  trouble.  During 
the  Bolshevik  regime  in  Hungary, 
frequent  trips  were  made  to  Moscow, 
though  the  aviatora  had  to  cross  tho 
Carpathian  Mountains  from  Buda- 
pest.   ■    ■   -      i 

From  a  passengers'  point  of  view, 
such  trips  do  not  present  any  dif- 
ficulty, once  the  past>enger  has  over- 
come the  preliminary  apprehension 
of  danger.

Laxity  in 
law  enforcement  brought  Into  young 
people  a  consciousness  that  law  didn't 
count  for  very  much  after  all.

PREMIER  IS  OBLIGED 

TO  GIVE  UP  OFFICE 


Continued  from  Pegs  1 

"Since  my  return."  the  'Premier 
stated,  "I  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
testing  my  capacity  for  resumption  of 
my  duties,  and  I  am  convinced  beyond 
all  question  that  to  continue  aa  Pre- 
mier means  a  constant  and  unavail- 
ing struggle  against  impaired  health 
and  strength.  Last  December  the 
most  sanguine  estimate  of  my  condi- 
tion demanded  a  complete  respite 
from  active  work  for  at  least  a  year. 
Any  such  advice  was  a  counsel  of  per- 
fection, which,  as  you  must  realise, 
was  wholly  impracticable.  The  Pre- 
mier of  this  Dominion,  under  present 
conditions,  could  not  and  should  not 
abdicate  his  duties  for  any  such 
period.  On  the  contrary,  the  situation 
requires  complete  possession  of  full 
health  and  vigor  by  the  person  who 
Is  called  upon  to  fulfill  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Premiership. 

"Under  'these  circumstances  it 
would  be  most  unfair  to  the  country 
and  to  my  supporters  in  Parliament 
if  I  did  not  relinquish  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible the  position  which  I  how  hold. 
Any  difficulties  consequent  upon  my 
retirement  would  be  Increased  tenfold 
if  I  should  struggle  on  for  a  few 
months  and  then  relapse  into  the 
physical  weakness  which  beset  me  last 
session.

Aid.  Todd,  after  setting  forth  the 
reports  concerning  leakage  from  the 
flow-line,  and  referring  to  the  criti- 
cism laid  against  the  system  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  a  few  weeks  ago, 
stipulated  in  his  resolution  that  Mr. 
H.  M.  Burwell,  hydraulic  engineer  of 
Vancouver,  be  asked  to  undertake  the 
work  of  giving  an  "independent,  out- 
side opinion"  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  flow-line.  Aid.  Todd  proposed  to 
ask  Mr.  Burwell  the  following  ques- 
tions:

Beat  Turenga  Over  Cowichan 
Course — Second  Race  To- 
day in  Royal  Roads— Dinghy 
Race  Results, 


The  annual  regatta  of  the  Pacific 
International  Yachting  Association 
commenced  at  Cowichan  Bay  on  July 
1,  the  first  race  being  the  first  of  the 
series  for  the  Sir  Thomas  Upton  Cup. 
when  the  Sir  Tom.  sailed  by  Ted 
Geary,  of  Seattle,  defeated  the  Tur- 
enga. of  Vancouver,  which  was 
handled  by  Ronald  Maitland.  by  five 
minutes  and  fifteen  seconds,  in  a 
twelve  mile  race. 

The  next  race  will  tak4f"place  today 
around  a  triangular  course  in  Royal 
Roads,  and  is  exciting  great  local  in- 
terest. If  the  Turenga  wins,  there 
will  have  to  be  another  race,  but.  if 
Sir  Tom  Is  again  victorious,  the  cup 
will  go  back  to  Seattle,  where  it  has 
been  since  Sir  Tom  won  from  the 
Turenga  in  the  first  race  in  1914. 

The  race  at  Cowichan  Bay  Was  a 
beat  two  miles  to  windward  and  a 
run  .back  to  the  starting  point,  the 
course  being  sailed  over  three  times, 
which  made  the  distance  12  miles. 
There  was  a  brisk  wind  and  a  fairly 
smooth  sea,  so  conditions  for  fast 
racing  were  good,  and  Sir  Tom  proved 
the  better  boat  in  beating  to  wind- 
ward, gaining  one  minute  and  four 
seconds  on  this  leg  and  the  run  home. 
e  Turenga  failed  to  catch  her,  and 
at  the  start  of  the  third  round,  the 
Sir  Tom  was  leading  by  one  minute 
and  fifty  seconds. 

Sir  Tom  increased  her  lead  In  the 
last  stretch,  and  crossed  the  finish 
line  at  12:23:08  p.m.,  the  Turenga 
going  over  at  12:28:13.

The  University  School  assembled  on 
Wednesday  to  hear  the  results  of  the 
recent  school  examinations,  upon 
which  depend  the  prises  and  promo- 
tions. The  warden,  the  Rev.  W.  W. 
Bolton,  gave  a  short  address,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  mentioned  that  in 
the  very  near  future  the  memorial 
tablets  would  be  erected  to  the  honor 
and  glory  of  our  old  boys. 

After  the  headmaster's  report  had 
been  read,  the  warden  presented  the 
prizes  and  other  trophies. 
.  The  proceedings  closed  with  the 
school  song  and  the  National  Anthem. 
The-  Headmaater's  Report 

The  following  Is  the  report  of  the 
headmaster: 

This  is  the  fourteenth'  annual  re- 
port,  and  I  feel  this  is  an  important 
year,  as  it  marks  another  change  and 
development  in  the  school.  Kvery 
seven  years  In  the  life'  of  man  is  said 
to  mark  great  change  and  develop- 
ment, and  so  it  seems  to  be  with 
University  School. 

When  school  reopens  on  the  8  th 
September,  we  shall  be  University 
MiUtary  School.  We  feel  that  this  is 
a  great  development  and  we  are  con- 
fident that  through  this  change  the 
success  of  the  school  will  be  greater 
than  ever.  We  feel  that,  if  possible, 
the  boys  will  be  prouder  than  ever  of 
the  school  pear  Tolmle's  rugged  hill. 
I  often  ask  myself  "Why  is  it  that  the 
boys  should  be  proud  of  University 
School?  What  has  it  done?  What 
is  it  doing?"  I  then  go  to  the  record 
book  and  refresh  my  memory.  I  will 
give  you  the  record  and  then  you  will 
be  able  tu  Judge  for  yourselves  whe- 


ther  we  arc  entitled  to  feel  a  little 
proud  of  our  boys'  doings. 

Since  the  school  opened  we  have 
sent: 

37   boys  to  McGill  University; 

11  boys  to  B.C.   University;  . 

23  boys  to  the  Royal  Military  Col- 
lege; 

8  boys  to  the  Royal  Naval  College; 

6  boys  td  tlte  Washington  Univer- 
sity: 

12  have  passed  the  B.C.  Surveyors' 
preliminary; 

2  have  passed  the  B.C.  Law  pre- 
liminary. 

Analysing  carefully  we  Ajid  that 
this  is  one  boy  out  of  every  eight  that 
has  entered  the  school. 

Outside  Activities^ 
And  during  the  same  period  I  find 
that  our  boys  have  an  enviable  record 
in  all  outside  activities.      Here  is  the 
record : 

The  School  Shooting  X.  has  won  the 
flr.st  place  in  Canada  three  times  in 
the  eight  Canadian  Rifle  League 
matches — open  range.  It  has  won 
the  R.M.C.  Officers'  Shield  twice;  this 
competition  is  open  to  all  the  schools 
of  Canada. 

The  Cadet  Corps  has  won  the  cham- 
pionship of  the  Province  three  times. 
The  Cricket  XI.  has  held  the  Gil- 
lespie Shield — champions  of  city 
iunior  cricket — for  the  last  ten  years. 
The  Rugby  XV.  has  held  the  cham- 
pionship of  the  Province  and  baa 
several  championship  cups  to  its 
sredit.-. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  the 
boys  have  done:  this  Is.  what  gives 
the  school  its  good  name  -today.  And 
these  are  the  things  that  the  present 
and  future  boys  have  to  live  up  to. 
They  must  endeavor  to  beat  the 
records  of  their  predecessors.  .  And 
then  we  have  our  glorious  record  of 
the  doings  of  our  old  boys  in  the 
Great  War.  We  hope  in  the  very 
near  future  to  erect  to  their  honor  a 
proud  and  lasting  memorial. 

I  must  now  get  on  with  my  report 
for  the  last  year.  The  health  of  the 
school  has  been  excellent;  we  have 
had  no  epidemic,  nothing  infectious 
or  contagious.

Not  Expected  to:  Be  Much 
Cheaper  This  Season — Pre- 
servers-Are  in  Quandary — 
Brighter  Potato  Prospect 


While  the  report*  arc  conflicting  about 
the  local  strawberry  prospect,  it  1*  unlikely 
that  the  fruit  will  be  much  cheaper  this 
seaeon  to  tire  preserver.  Thus  far  home 
preserving  haa  made  no  moy '  on  the  mar- 
ket, and  it  Is  not  known  yet  whether  house- 
holder* are  waiting  In  the  hope  that  berries 
may  be  lower,  or  whether  the  high  price  of 
both  berries  and  sugar  Ig  going  to  keep 
the  home  eanner  out  of  It  entirely:  It  I* 
understood  that  berries  are  going  to  be  much 
•career  thaa  was  anticipated  a  while  back 
and  this,  It  la  aaid,  applies  aa  well  to  the 
cherry  crop  locally.  A  few  local  cherries 
have  put  in  an  appearance  on  the  market, 
but  imported  Blngs  are  still  the  mainstay 
of  the  wholesaler.  Cantaloupes  are  scares 
and  have  climbed  up  a  dollar  on  forty-fives, 
but  watermelons  are  available  to  those  who 
will  accapt  them  as  a  substitute,  at  7 
cents  a  pound. 

There  is  a  general  falling  off  In  the 
prices  Quoted  on  local  vegetables  and  among 
other  essentials.  It  is  expected  that  anoBner 
weak  will  see  local  new  potatoes  within  free 
reach.  The  old  potato  market  haa  been 
bolstered  up  by  arrival*  from  the  outalde 
and    are    more    freely    approached.

Mexican  Petroleum,  Baldwin  Locomotive 
and  United  States  Rubber  were  among 
individual  stocks  to  show  substantial  im- 
provement at  th*  end.  their  gales  ranging 
from    2    to    6    points. 

Sales    amounted    to    446,000    share*. 

The  foreign  exchange  market*  war*  feat- 
ureless, but  the  weekly  statement  of  the 
Bank  of  England  excited  unusual  Interest 
becauac  of  the  decline  In  liability  reserves 
from  16.43  to  8.49,  the  loweat  reported  ia 
more    than   50   year*.
